Beloved  New  Jersey  coin  dealer,  collector  and  advocate  for  young  numismatists, 
Dave  Wilson  died  suddenly  at  his  home  on  Sunday,  January  14th. 

Members  of  the  Garden  State  Numismatic  Association  (GSNA),  the  New  Jersey 
Numismatic  Society  (NJNS),  the  Ocean  County  Coin  Club  (OCCC),  the 
Watchung  Hills  Coin  Club  (WHCC)  and  the  Trenton  Numismatic  Club  (TNC) 
remember  him  as  a  true  gentleman  with  a  kind  spirit,  love  of  the  hobby  and  a 
tremendous  supporter  of  young  numismatists.  He  was  a  life  member  of  these 
organizations  as  well  as  the  American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA)  and  the 
Original  Hobo  Nickel  Society  (OHNS). 

His  career  began  in  computers,  however,  after  a  couple  of  years,  he  became 
bored  and  dissatisfied  and  since  he  was  working  at  the  same  time  as  a  part-time 
coin  dealer,  he  thought  he  could  change  careers  even  though  he  had  the 
responsibility  of  a  family  that  included  two  young  children.  In  1975  and  with 
the  support  of  his  wife,  Neddra,  he  made  the  change  and  never  regretted  it. 
"This  was  a  hobby  and  now  I'm  working  at  it  full  time.  It's  a  dream  come  true," 
Dave  used  to  tell  Jim  Majoros,  Ocean  County  Coin  Club  president  and  one  of 
his  closest  friends. 

"Dave's  loss  will  have  an  impact  on  the  clubs  that  he  was  a  member  of,  as  well 
as  his  friends  and  customers,  of  which  he  had  many.  His  knowledge  of  the 
hobby  rates  up  there  with  many  of  the  well  known  leaders  in  the  field  and  this  is 
what  will  be  sorely  missed.  What  made  Dave  interesting  was  the  history  one 
learned  from  him  about  numismatics,"  Majoros  added. 

In  1997,  Dave  received  the  GSNA’s  Numismatist  of  the  Year  award. 

Dave  Wilson  was  65. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at  the  Ocean  County  Memorial  Park  Chapel 
where  his  wife,  Neddra,  who  passed  away  in  March  2005,  had  her  service.

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U.S.  PAPER  MONEY  BECOMES  PERMANENT 

PART  ONE

The  Civil  War  put  financial  burdens  on  the  U.S.  Government  that  were, 
at  that  time,  unprecedented.  Prior  to  the  start  of  the  Civil  War  in  1861,  the  most 
money  that  the  Federal  Government  had  spent  in  one  year  was  $74.2  million  in 
1858.  In  1865,  the  year  the  Civil  War  ended,  the  Federal  Government  spent 
$1,297  billion.  It  was  the  first  year  that  any  nation  had  spent  a  billion  dollars  in 
one  year. 


The  Federal  Government  obtained  two  thirds  of  the  money  it  needed 
during  the  Civil  War  by  selling  bonds.  Another  21%  was  obtained  by  raising 
taxes.  An  income  tax  was  imposed  for  the  first  time.  Tariffs  were  sharply 
increased.  Taxes  were  imposed  on  most  other  things  that  could  be  taxed. 

The  remaining  amount  of  money  that  the  Federal  Government  needed 
to  finance  the  Civil  War  was  obtained  by  issuing  paper  money.  The  U.S. 
Government  had  issued  interest  bearing  Treasury  Notes  to  finance  the  War  of 
1812.  These  did  circulate  as  money,  but  they  were  no  longer  issued  after  the 
war  ended.  It  was  during  and  after  the  Civil  War  that  paper  money  issued  by  the 
Federal  Government  became  a  permanent  part  of  the  circulating  money  supply 
of  the  U.S. 

Although  the  Federal  Government  issued  several  types  of  paper  money 
during  the  Civil  War,  the  longest  lasting  type  of  paper  money  that  originated 
during  the  Civil  War  were  Legal  Tender  Notes.  These  were  later  renamed 
United  States  Notes.  In  future  articles,  I  will  cover  other  types  of  Civil  War  era 
paper  money. 

In  December,  1861,  the  Federal  Government  forced  banks  to  stop 
paying  out  specie.  The  Federal  Government  soon  stopped,  also. 

The  Federal  Government  replaced  coins  with  several  types  of  paper 
money.  One  type  that  was  issued  was  Legal  Tender  Notes.  Congress  authorized 
these  in  February,  1862.  The  first  issue  was  for  denominations  between  $5  and 
$1,000.  A  second  act  of  Congress  later  in  1862  resulted  in  denominations  of  $1 
and  $2  issued.  A  third  issue  in  1863  saw  denominations  between  $5  and  $1,000. 
These  Legal  Tender  Notes  were  not  redeemable  in  Gold.  The  American  Bank 
Note  Company  and  the  National  Bank  Note  Company  printed  them  for  the 
Federal  Government. 


You  might  be  wondering  how  the  Federal  Government  could  raise 
money  during  the  Civil  War  by  printing  paper  money.  Keep  in  mind  that,  in 
those  days,  people  were  accustomed  to  their  money  being  made  of  Gold  or 
Silver.  If  the  Federal  Government  had  ever  collapsed  and  ceased  to  exist,  the 
coins  would  still  have  value  due  to  their  Gold  or  Silver  content. 


But,  now  the  money  the  Federal  Government  was  issuing  was  made  of 
paper.  Let's  consider  for  a  moment  what  actually  did  happen  in  the  South  since 
the  Confederate  Government  also  issued  paper  money.  If  you  are  a  Southerner 
and  you  sold  products  of  any  kind  to  the  Confederate  Government  in  exchange 
for  Confederate  paper  money,  at  the  end  of  the  Civil  War  you  had,  in  effect, 
given  away  your  products  for  nothing  since  the  money  you  had  received  was 
worthless.  It  works  the  same  way  if  you  are  a  Southern  businessman  and  had 
sold  goods  to  private  citizens  in  exchange  for  Confederate  Paper  money.  You 
also  had  gotten  nothing  for  your  goods  because  the  paper  money  was  now 
worthless. 

In  effect,  what  the  Governments  of  both  sides  were  doing  was  asking 
you  to  do  business  on  credit.  They  were  asking  people  to  have  faith  in  them. 
This  is  how  the  Federal  Government  could  raise  money  during  the  Civil  War  by 
printing  paper  money. 

But  the  economic  effect  of  both  sides  of  the  Civil  War  issuing  paper 
money  was  to  cause  what  author  John  Steele  Gordon  calls,  in  his  book  An 
Empire  of  Wealth.  Gresham's  Law  to  work.  Gresham's  Law  says  that  bad 
money  chases  away  good  money.  That  is  what  happened.  People  in  both  parts 
of  the  country  hoarded  their  Gold  and  Silver.  It  disappeared  from  use 

Legal  Tender  Notes,  later  renamed  United  States  Notes,  continued  to  be 
issued  after  the  Civil  War.  They  became  redeemable  for  gold  in  1879.  When 
small  size  paper  money  began  to  be  issued  in  1928,  United  States  Notes  were 
mainly  issued  in  denominations  of  $2  and  $5  with  their  red  seals  instead  of  the 
green  seals  used  on  Federal  Reserve  Notes.  The  Federal  Government  stopped 
issuing  United  States  Notes  in  1966.

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A  Lion's  Tale

I  must  be  getting  old,  because  1  still  order  coffee.  1 
am  of  the  generation  that  ordered  light,  black  or 
regular  with  milk  or  cream  as  descriptors  of  that  dark 
ambrosia  called  coffee.  Later  the  word  decaffeinated 
entered  my  vocabulary.  However,  thing  changed  when  the  Starbucks 
generation  started  a  whole  new  trend.  Latte,  frappe,  cappuccino,  and 
others  changed  a  simple  cup  of  coffee  into  a  social  movement  where 
twenty  to  thirty  somethings  would  sit  and  blog  away  on  their  laptops. 
Specialized  coffee  shops  can  be  seen  on  almost  any  street  in  the 
metropolitan  areas.  However,  the  more  things  change,  the  more  that 
they  stay  the  same,  and  therein  lies  the  tale. 

Restoration  London  was  a  cosmopolitan  city  open  to  new  ideas.  Ships 
from  many  different  nations  could  be  seen  on  London  docks.  Tastes 
were  changing,  and  a  new  beverage  became  the  fashion  with  the 
populace.  Turkish  coffee  became  the  rage  of  London.  The  shops  that 
sold  coffee  were  similar  to  the  taverns  of  the  time,  and  charming  names 
decorated  the  signs  outside  the  shops. 

The  earliest  coffee  shop,  however,  did  not  start  in  London,  but  began 
instead  at  the  university  town  of  Oxford.  The  establishment  that 
introduced  coffee  to  England  was  “the  Angel”  which  started  in  1660. 
The  taste  for  coffee  spread,  and,  in  1664,  Christopher  Bowman  opened 
“The  Pasque  Rose”  in  the  Comhill  area  of  London  near  the  Royal 
Exchange.  The  shop  changed  hands  to  a  Mr.  Steven  Hayward  and 
George  Backlea  who  issued  a  charming  token  which  depicted  a  cup 
into  which  coffee  is  being  poured.  The  reverse  legend  stated:  ”At  the 
ould  coffee  House  in  St.  Michaels  Ally  formerly  Bowmans  Vi\ 

The  success  of  this  shop  was  copied  by  many,  and  Comhill  became  the 
coffee  center  of  London.  Coffee  houses  soon  were  hotbeds  of  political, 
social  and  economic  activity.  Indeed,  one  of  the  most  famous  in  the 
area  was  Morat’s  coffee  house  which  featured  the  portrait  of  Sulton 
Morat  IV  (1625-70).  This  would  set  a  standard  with  over  thirty  shops 
to  feature  a  turbaned  Turk’s  head.  At  Morats,  coffee  was  not  only 
served,  but  sold  as  well.  Coffee  beans  were  3  shilling  per  pound  and 
ground  coffee  went  from  four  to  six  shillings  per  pound  -  a  substantial 
sum  at  the  time.  However,  instructions  for  brewing  coffee  were 
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provided  for  free.  Coffee  houses  drew  the  ire  of  other  businesses, 
espeeially  taverns.  The  Rainbow  Coffee  House  was  charged  in  1657 
“for  making  and  selling  a  drink  called  coffee,  whereby  in  making  the 
same,  he  (the  owner)  annoyeth  his  neighbors  by  evil  smells,  and  for 
keeping  the  tire  going  for  the  most  part  of  the  night.”  Tavern  owners 
especially  were  against  coffee  because  it  took  away  customers  from 
their  establishments. 

Coffee  houses  became  the  meeting  places  of  the  well  connected. 
Newspapers  started  to  flourish  there  as  they  were  read  and  reread  by 
the  customers.  Soon,  people  with  one  political  philosophy  would  only 
go  to  one  coffee  ship  and  avoid  another  patronized  by  the  opposition. 
Business  ventures  could  start  over  a  cup  of  coffee  and,  indeed.  Lloyd’s 
of  London,  the  famous  insurance  firm,  started  in  Lloyd’s  coffee  house. 
One  can  wander  the  streets  of  London  at  night,  and  almost  hear  ghost 
discussions  from  the  long  gone  coffee  houses  of  old  Restoration 
London.  (But  enough  of  this;  1  think  I'll  go  an  pour  myself  another 
cup. 

Note:  Much  of  this  information  came  from  the  book,  “Seventeenth 
Century  England  Traders  and  Their  Tokens”  by  George  Benny.  I 
highly  recommend  this  book  if  you  are  at  all  interested  in  seventeenth 
century  tokens.
